CATTLE. 
DUBLIN METROPOLITAN CATTLE, 
North Circular road, Thursday.—After last 
week’s slight interruption of oar market by 
the great Ballinasloe annual fixture matters 
assumed a rather better tone here to-day. 
‘There was a slight increase in supplies of 
both bovine and ovine stock, but the general 
character of the gathering was much as be- 
fore—mostly unfinished and coarse. Of course, 
climatic conditions continue altogether 
against the thriving of outdoor stock, and 
only animals receiving a proportion of hand- 
feeding are coming forward in anything like 
saleable condition. © For suitable classes of 
stock there were scarcely 10 per cent. of en- 
trants to draw upon, and these were quickly 
negotiated at around last week’s quotations. 
Perhaps, in some cases the money situation 
rather favoured sellers, but at most only in 
a fractional degree. For secondary and 
rougher descriptions of both cattle and sheep 
the market was of the same uncertain, irre- 
gular and slumpy nature as before, but, on 
the whole, there was a rather better clearance 
effected. Lambs continue in particularly 
good request.

Ther market opened with a good demand for 
fair to well-finished cattle, in which prices 
averaged, say, 46s. 6d. to 48s., and for the 
nicer selections, especially heifers, say, from 
49s. to 60s. per cwt. These latter figures 
may be considered much more general to day 
owing to the scarcity of really finished 
animals. For good commercial qualities of 
cattle prices went again at 42s. 6d. to 46s. per 
cwt., the latter figure indicating a slightly 
dearer turn for good medium class. Coarse 
and storish class cattle were as hard as ever 
to cash, and prices much as before, viz., 37s. 
6d. to 42s. 6d. per cwt. Beef cows of choice 
young quality again commanded a slightly 
firmer market, prices bais: perhaps, 1s. per 
ewt, better in the main or prime qualities 
of fat cows ef the heifer class prices went 
from 40s. to 43s. and 44s. per cwt., whilst 
medium lots may be quoted from 33s. to 38s. 
and 39s. per cwt. Old and lean at uncertain 
figures. 

There was a rather improved market for 
sheep generally, but anything in backward 
condition or wanting in quality was tedious 
enough to sell. Storish class of sheep and 
ewes, particularly, were as hard and uncer- 
tain as ever to negotiate; for many drafts of 
the latter even less money was spoken of, 
whilst for particularly nice quality butchers’ 
ewes the tendency was in the opposite direc- 
tion. Altogether, best quality of sheep were 
scarcely quotably changed; two and three- 
year-old wethers, and especially those of the 
Cheviot class, were quickly bought up, 
as wero fancy qualities of shearling 
hoggets; otherwise there is very little 
change to report in a general way with 
regard to the mutton trade. Best 
qualities of mutton went from ls, to Is. ld. 
per lb., and fancy qualities, say, id. or Id. 
per lb. more; medium classes, say, 10jd. to 
114d. per lb., and coarser sorts around 10d.

Women, as well as men, are great offenders 
in this way, that is, in undoing by overdoing.

Speeches would be much more convincing 
very often if they were shorter, and Í aave 
sometimes wished that most, if not all, the 
introductory remarks could be left out. it 
is a great fatigue to sit in a heated and im- 
perfectly ventilated room, listening to a 
speéch of which it is difficult to perceive the 
drift. In many cases the point could have 
been reached by a much quicker route. One 
cannot always see a point at all, It might 
be said of many a speaker, he aim: at 
nothing, and hits it. 

The essential thing is for the man cr 
woman who addresses us to have something 
to say, and then to say it. For we cannot 
tolerate ‘a bore. We must be interested in 
what we hear, of we shall receive no help 
or stimulus. Sometimes a lecture or sermon 
seems a mere collection of words, and we are 
no wiser at the end than at the beginning. 
I have heard of a lady whose inacmnia 
nothing could cure, until one day sho ex- 
claimed in despair, ‘‘ Oh, take me to the 
parish charch,”’ and this had the long-desired 
result ' 

Often a little personal allusion will whip up 
the flagging attention of an audience. On 
one occasion when I was a delighted listencr 
to Mrs. Lloyd George she touched an answer- 
ing chord in the hearts of the women present 
by remarking how short of pocket money 
she was kept by her husband, although he 
happened to be the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequeras he was at that time. 

At a Church conference .a speaker had 
made somewhat disparaging remarks about 
women and their capabilities. He was 
followed by a woman speaker, who made a 
smart rapartee by quoting the saying of 
Mrs. Poyser in “ Adam Bede,’’ that “ God 
Almighty made them to match the men.

Meanwhile, 
they will enjoy that which assuredly is a 
sweet and precious possession—the conscious- 
ness that they are worthily fulfilling the 
object for which they were brought into this 
world.

FOR THE 


COOK. 


PICKLED RED CABBAGE. 

Take red cabbage, vinegar, one ounce 
mixed spice. Dhow rather dark red, 
firm cabhages, oe them in two length- 
wise, take out the stem, and cut the 
cabbage in fine shreds. Place it on 
dishes, sprinkle well with salt, and leave 
overnight. 

In the morning drain it in a colander 
and pack it in stone jars. Bow the 
vinegar with the epices, and when cold 
pour over it the cabbage, and seal. 


CHUTNEY. 

Take sir pound apples (not quite ripe), 
two nds brown sugar, three-quarter 
pound onions, one and a half ounces 
ground ginger, five and a haif ounces 
salt, one ounce chilies, one large cupful 
raisins, three pints vinegar. 

Peel and core the apples, and chop 
them very fine with the chilies, onions 
and raisins, Add the sugar, vinegar, salt 
and ginger, put the chutney in the pan, 
and broil slowly for 15 minutes. When 
cold, bottle and seal. 


PICKLED PEARS. 


Take four or five pounds pears, three 
pounds brown sugar, three-quarter ounce 
stick cinnamon, three-quarter ounce whole 
cloves, one quart vinegar, one ounce all- 
spice. Peel and cut the pears in half, 
and take out the core. Next tie the 
spices in a muslin bag, then put the 
sugar, spices, and vinegar tn an enamelled 
saucepan, When the vinegar is hot add 
the pears, a few at a time, and cook 
gently until tender, taking care they do 
not jan in pieces. Put the fruit in a 
eae jar, and pour over the liquid. Cool, 

tie up. 


PICCALILLY. 

Take ten pounds green tomatoes, five 
pounds sliced onion, one cauliflower, sir 
cucumbers (small ones), one ounce whole 
cloves, quarter pound pepper, one pound 
mustard, one ounce cinnamon, one large 
cupful horse raddish (grated). Pick the 
cauliflower tn small mieces. Peel the 
cucumbers and cut them in dice, slice the 
onions and tomatoes, and put them all in 
salt water for 24 hours. Brain them and 

t them in a saucepan with all the other 
ingredients, and how slowly for 
minutes, stirring all the time. 
bottle, and pour over sufficient 
vmegar to cover, 

FRENCH MUSTARD. 

Take one onion, vinegar, one teaspoon- 
ful salt, one teaspoonful sugar, one egg 
(wed? beaten), sufficient mustard to 
thicken. Slice the onion in a bowl, and 
pour over sufficient vinegar to cover 
nicely. Put aside for two days, then 
pour off the vinegar, add the sugar, salt 
and the egg, and stir in sufficient mustard 
to thicken; put the liquid sn a saucepan, 
and boil very gently, stirring all the 
time until it boils, When cold, bottle 
and use. 

TOMATO PICKLE. 

Take eight pounds tomatoes (ripe), six 
onions (medium size), salt, one pound 
sugar, vinegar to cover, one ounce 
pickling syce. i 

Peel and slice the onions and tomatoes. 
Put alternate layers in a deep dish, and 
sprinkle a little salt between each layer. 
Leave overnight. Next morning drain 
them through a colander. Put them in a 
pan, with the sugar and spices, in a bag. 
Cover with vinegar. Boil slowly until 
soft. Cool and bottle.

Chivalry rose and flowered in an age of 
violence. In Roman days such peace and 
order ruled in E that men could 
travel from East to West and from North 
to South, as far as Rome’s sway extended, 
in perfect safety and confidence. Per- 
haps, Europe has never recovered fully the 
ma - of the Pax Romana; and certainly, 


in the Middle Ages, it was less than a 


memory. The strong hand ruled, and 
every j/vurney was an adventure. Chivalry 
rose at the period of the first Crusade, 
and the knights, whose swords were made 
in the form of a cross, in token of the 
cause in which they were to be used, were 
consecrated to the defence of the weak, 
the subduing of the lawless. They took 
for their duty to impose the arts of peace, 
to spare the vanquished and bring down 
the haughty; and, as Mr. Meller insists, 
they undertook these obligations in a 
religious mood. The religious character 
of the institution of chivalry distin- 
ished it alike from the Equestrian 
Order of Rome and from armed bodies of 
men who arose since its decadence. 
France and England were pre-eminently 
the homes of chivalry. They were, Mr. 
Meller remarks, ‘‘ not so safe as now, but 
much more picturesque, adventurous and 
joyous.” Exuberant in all ite doings was 
this dazsling chivalry, when, like boys, 
the men who shaped the youth of these 
nations went adventuring forth, attired in 
that brilliant ritual garb, with symbols 
blazoned on their shields and pennons, 
chanting, as they went, romantic lays. 
The chivalric excitement led to many 
strange excesses. Fantastic deeds were 
done as gravely as men to-day do hum- 
drum things in offices. Often these wild 
doings had a splendour that has not 
faded. The high, passionate sense of 
honour bred by chivalry enriched the race. 
We read how four knights were armed by 
ladies for the Battle of Agincourt. One 
was slain, one made prisoner, one lost, 
and the fourth saved his life by. flight. 
The lady who had armed the coward de- 


border country is full of legends, and of a 
cave in the locality a story runs resembling 
recisely Chaucer’s '' Pardoner’s Tale. 

r author served his time as a doctor’s 
apprentice according to the old practice. 
Apprentices often worked for reward, 
although this was forbidden by the rules 
of the profession. These were the days of 
mortars, oe ap leeches and pills. In 
1864 Mr. 1 began as a medical student 
at Glasgow University. “ In those days 
it was erudition that was the stepping- 
stone to a professorship; but since that 
period political influence is all that is 
required.’’ Dr. Bell made friends with Dr. 
Max Nordau, and from him received a 
letter written in Paris after the elections 
of 1877. Hospital patients were not less 
interested in politics than those who are 
whole in body. One tubercular woman, 
condemned to de by the faculty, used 
to declare that she would die happy if she 
could only see Marshal MacMahon hanged 
before her decease. It is curious nowadays 
to read of the terrible outbreak of small- 
pox which overtook Glasgow in 1871. The 
author has his own views as to the proper 
treatment of this malady. He is a 
somewhat uncommon physician, since he 
refuses to decry as quacks many unquali- 
fied practitioners who have justified them- 
selves by results; and he claims to have 
cured cancer cases which were pronounced 
incurable by surgeons. Much of the 
modern surgery he regards as unnecessary, 
when not positively dangerous, especially 
in cases of cancer in women.

In the past two elections to the British 
Parliament it yas made manifestly clear by 
majorities of 6,000 votes that the people of 
the joint constituency of Fermanagh and 
'yrone were opposed to inclusion in Northern 
Ireland, and, in view of this fact, the joint 
conventions of delegates representing the two 
counties are of opinion that no good could 
be done by contesting the issue anew at the 
present election, our interests in British 
politics being. entirely confined to seeing that 
the Treaty is carried out, and that the 
wishes of the inhabitants (as defined in 
Article 12) are implemented. 

‘We consider that the time has now 
come when we should reconsider our position 
with regard to representation at Westminster. 
We are, therefore, opposed to any partici- 
pation. in the present contest, and advise all 
supporters of the Treaty and the Boundar 
Commission to abstain from going to the poll. 
We now demand that the Boundary Com 
mission be immediately set up, and that a 
plebiscite be taken in these counties to ascer- 
tain what the wishes of the inhabitants are.

PROPOSED 2,000-MILE ROUTE. 


WASHINGTON, Thursday. 
An air mail service, linking up the capitels 
of the six Central American Republics with 
the United States, is being discussed by the 
Latin American Governments with United 
States officials. The proposal has advanced 
to the stage where the American officials 
have been designated to go over the ground 
and examine the feasibility of the scheme. 
The aeroplanes would leave Key West and 
go to Havana, thence westward across Cuba 
and the Yucatan Channel, and southward to 
Guatemala. From there the route would be 
in a south-asterly direction to San Salvador 
City, and afterwards via Tegucigalpa, 
Managna and San Jose, Costa Rica to 
Panama. The distance flown would be about 
two thousand: miles.

The ser- 
vants were all outside, and they and he were 
ordered to go to the farmyard, When they 
were going a shot went off and about a dozen 
men ‘‘ doubled” up in military formation. 
They appeared to be a picket on the avenue. 
There was then a whistle, which the witness 
took to be a signal to retire. Afterwards he 
saw the mansion on fire. Nothing was left 
of the mansion but the walls.

DISCOVERIES IN CRETE. 


SIR ARTHUR EVANS’S 
DESCRIPTION, 


Sir Arthur Evans, in a second article in 
The Times, describing his discoveries in 
Crete, says:—The result of the researches 
described in my letter -esterday, tracing a 
‘transit ‘route across Central Crete to a port 
on the Libyan Sea, fits in with some new 
revelations as to the imposing character of 
its point of abutment on the hillside below 
Knossos, and of the entrance system beyond 
to the Palace itself. The broad stepway, 
with its lateral supports already noted, 
proves to have belonged to a covered portico 
ascending the slope in four sections, with 
rectangular turns. One side of this con- 
sisted of solid walling; on the other side the 
winters’ rains had brought out pillars of large 
blocks» which had supported the columns 
above; while remains of two of the column 
bases have also come to light. The con- 
struction itself, as was evidenced by the 
shards contained in a blocked well below, 
and by the character of the signs on some of 
the blocks, was coeval with the earliest re- 
mains of the Palace itself, and must 
go back, therefore, to about 2,000 B.C.

NEAR THE CITY. 
SHANGHAI, Thursday.

Hsu is a common ad- 
venturer, and there was, therefore, general 
relief; when, on attempting to enter the 
foreign settlement, he was cleverly trapped 
by the municipal police, and is now under 
detention.

FLOODS IN SIBERIA. 


TWO VILLAGES SUBMERGED. 

A Reuter’s telegram from Moscow, dated 
Thursday, says that news has been received 
there of disastrous floods in the Nikolaevsk 
region, Eastern Siberia. The River Amur 
rose twelve feet, and two native villages 
were completely submerged, with a loss of 
400 lives. 

The Amur, or Sakhalin, 3,000 miles long, 
flows into the Sea of Okhotsk. The upper 
reach marks the boundary between Siberia 
and Manchuria. The country along its whole 
course is subject to extensive inundations. 


POISON GAS USED ON 


A group of workingmen’s dwellings cover- 
ing an area of 150 yards were partially 
wrecked, windows being blown in, slates dis- 
lodged, and other damage done. 

When the tramcar burst into flames several 
of its passengers jumped from the top into 
the street. A second tramcar which had 
just passed the spot was also caught by the 
explosion. The driver was temporarily 
rendered deaf and several of the passengers 
injured. 

The scene after the occurrence was like an 
area which had been shelled. Injured were 
lying on the ground, while the thoroughfare 
was littered with broken glass and other 
débris, A woman who was looking out of 
her window when the explosion occurred, said 
that the street was filled with flame. and it 
‘‘looked like the end of the world.” Her 
window was blown in, and she was swept 
back into the room, being cut in the face. 
About forty persons in-all wete injured, and 
of those treated at the infirmary thirteen 
were detained. :

WHEN A VESSEL MAY BE SEIZED, 
NEW YORK, Thursday. 
The Federal Court has decided that a 
steamship cannot be attached by the Govern- 
ment hed members of the crew smuggle 
liquor or narcotics into the United States 
without the knowledge of the owners of the 
vessel. This judgment is a sequel to the case 
of the Royal Mail steamer Orduna, against 
which proceedings were taken last March 
after prohibition agents had raided the vessel. 
The opinion of the Court was that the shi 
must be in possesson of guilty persons with 
the consent of the owner to be subject to 
forfeiture. The point is that either the owner 
or his agents must have some intention to 
smuggle goods or violate the Statute before 
its provisions for forfeiture shall apply.

SIR JAMES CRAIG'S 
FIRM ATTITUDE. 


EQUALITY WITH GREAT 
BRITAIN.

Discussing Unemployment Insurance in the 
Northern House of Commons last night, the 
Prime Minister, Sir James Craig, said that 
ths Government were trying EE gg a com- 
mon unemployment insurance fund for Great 
Britain and freland. He and the Govern- 
ment would not continue to function if it 
was to be held that persons in Northern 
Treland were compulsorily to be placed in a 
worse position in this respect than those 
across the Channel. 


GOVERNMENT’S WORK. 
AN EXCELLENT RECORD. 


The Minister of Labour, in moving the 
second reading of the Unemployment In- 
surance Bill, the object of which is to confer 
upon the unemployed in Northern Ireland 
the same benefits as are now in operation 
in Great Britain, said that during the time 
that he was Minister 15,500 persons had 
been placed in employment for . various 
periods. Through the Loans Guarantee Act 
three ships had already been completed in 
the Belfast shipyards, five were in various 
stages of construction, and they were hope: 
ful, notwithstanding disappointing delays, 
that four more large ships will á under- 
taken at an early date. In addition to that, 
the Minister of Home Affairs had given in 
grants from the Road Fund a sum of almost 
three-quarters of a million for the purpose of 
road construction and the erection of new 
bridges, while. he had authorised borrowings 
by local autherities for works of-a useful 
character to the extent of two and three- 
quarter millions. Grants to harbour and 
canal authorities for reconstruction had also 
been given by the Government. to the ex- 
tent of thirteen thousand pounds, and a sub- 
stantial sum had also been earmarked for 
Detry’s new bridge; but for those, unfor- 
tunately, not able to find work they had 
paid in benefit a sum exceeding four million 
pounds. Surely this was a record of which 
the Government and the House need not 
feel ashamed. 

There were those who said, why not find 
employment for everyone; but if they were 
to find employment for every man it’ would 
cost the substantial sum of about eight 
million per annum, and even then it would 
leave some workers and young persons un- 
provided for except through the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Fund. ste had also been 
frequently told to end thc dole, because it 
was demoralising the people, but if their 
people were being demoralised to-day, 
it was because they could not find 
work. ere was no short cut to 
the solution of the unemployment problem. 
To those foolish peoplt who talked about dis- 
continuing the dole, he would say: what 
would be the position if 40,000 of their 
brothers and sisters were left without means, 
not only of earning their daily bread, but of 
actually living? He was afraid they would 
not starve, and why should they? 


HOPE IN THE FUTURE. 


He was not pessimistic in regard to the 
future notwithstanding the seriousness of the 
osition at present. A short time ago the 
inen trade was in a bad state, but to-day it 
had improved enormously. In 1922 29 per 
cent. of insured workers in the linen trade— 
and they were all insured—were out of em- 
ployment. A year ago 20.5 per cent of the 
ilnen workers were out of employment, and 
to-day the figure was between 9 and 10 per 
cent. 

When they came to the shipbuilding and 
Marine engineering trade, unfortunately, they 
saw another picture. Five thousand more 
men were unemployed now than a year ago. 
There was no immediate prospect of improve- 
ment, but Atlantic liners were wearing out, 
and the time must come when they would 
require to be replaced. While they had paid 
four millions since 1922 in unemployment 
benefit, it must be remembered that more 
than half of it was contributed by the workers 
and the employers. During this period the 
workers lost thirteen millions in Wages, and 
the productivity of the Northern area lost 
twenty-six millions. 

Mr. Coote severely criticised the Govern- 
ment for not doing more to initiate and 
expedite work, including the fostering of in- 
dustries, in order to relieve unemployment. 
He also suggested that persons were coming 
over the border and getting benefit. 

The Minister of Labour said that this was 
absolutely untrue. A similar allegation was 
made before, and after investigation it was 
found to be incorrect, 

_ Mr. Coote repeated that in Co. Antrim and 
in Armagh men were employed on road work 
who had not been unemployed in Northern 
Ireland. , 

Mr. Robb urged that they should be careful 
not to increase the burdens on the fand. and 
thereby increase the deficit. 


THE PRIME MINISTER. 


The Prime Minister said that he wished 
again to emphasise that they were endeavour- 
ing to get a common unem é ent insurance 
fund for Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 
That would be a solution of their difficulties, 
and he had not given up the hope that it 
would be possible, no matter what Govern- 
ment was returned in Great Britain. The 
justice of their claim was beyond yea or nay, 
because in the preparation of the White 
Paper on which the finances of the Northern 
Ireland were based the mistake was made 
that no account was taken of this probable 
deficit. He would not remain Prime Minister 
and the Government would not continue to 
function if it were to be held that any 
oerson in Northern Ireland was compulsorily 
to be placed in a worse position than persons 
across the channel. They only accepted the 
Act of 1920 setting up the Government of 
Northern Ireland with the greatest reluctance 
on all grounds, but certainly one.point had 
always been before his colleagues and him- 
self, and that was that they would lay down 
the reins of office if the effect of the 1920 
Act meant that a working man there, no 
matter how humble he was, had to bear a 
higher burden than the workingmen of Great 
Britain. That did not refer only to. un- 
employment insurance, but to the whole 
social being of the people. 

They in Northern Ireland recognised no 
boundaries between themselves and Great 
Britain, and so long as there were no 
boundaries there was, in his opinion, only 
one policy for that House to carry out, and 
that was to go along on parallel lines with 
Great Britain at any rate until their finances 
were properly stabilised. 

Mr. Grant said that he thought the unem- 
ployment benefit for men should be increased 
to 20s., and that 2s. per child was not 
suffiaient.

LEGISLATION CRITICISED, 


A meeting of the Committee of the Pem- 
broke Branch of the Irish Houseowners’ Pro- 
tection Association was held in the branch 
rooms, Shelbourne road, Dublin. Mr. 
Lindsay (Vice-Chairman) presided. 

The Secretary read a letter received from 
a member, whieh stated that one of his 
tenants had sublet four rooms, contrary to 
the terms of his agreement, and was receiv- 
ing more rent for one room than he (the 
owner) received for the whole house. The 
tenant committed another breach of the agree- 
ment by refusing to keep the interior of the 
house in good repair, and it was, as a result, 
going to ruin. The member realised that it 
would be useless to bring the matter into 
Court, as the present-day legislation seemed 
to be one-sided, and he, therefore, appealed 
to the branch for assistance. 

The Chairman stated that, unfortunately. 
this was only one of the many grievances 
aff owners at the present time, as all 
legislation was against them. Many people 
were not taking advantage of the State grant, 
owing to the existing circumstances, as it 
would be insanity to, invest in house property. 

Mr. Pemberton said that; as a result of 
present-day legislation, an owner's property 
would not be taken as security in the bank. 
Before the passing of the Rent Bill the owner 
had the privilege to dispose of his property 
as he chose. If a tenant committed a breac 
of his agreement, the law, as it existed then, 
gave the owner the power to make him 
RE with its terms. Before the passing

TRIBES OF PROFESSIONAL 
THIEVES. 


The Bishop of Tuam presided at the annual 
meeting of the Society for Propagating the 
Gospel, which-was held yesterday afternoon 
in the Molesworth Hall, Dublin. 

Miss Tickell, a missionary from Bombay, 
gave an account of the people with whom 
she came in contact in her work. The extreme 
primitiveness of the people, together with 
their laws of caste, she said, were rather a 
trouble at first, but now order was taking 
the place of chaos. Every tribe had its 
special trade, or vocation, which was handed 
down from father to son, and thus, there 
were stealing, hut-building, deer-slaying, 
weaving tribes, and many others. 

Some years ago a Government inspector 
herded all the tribes with thieving . pro- 
babe into settlements. Those settlements 
ad been handed over for supervision to the 
missionary societies, as the Government 
realised that the zeal, care and sympathy of 
the missionaries were far better for the 
natives than the attention of officials. The 
Society for Propagating the Gospel had charge 
of some of those settlements, and no greater 
tribute could be org to them than by men- 
tioning the fact that they had to refuse hun- 
dreds of applications for admission.

THREE MEN SENT TO PRISON. 


Following the conviction of James Kelly, 
Christopher Carroll, and Christopher Maguire 
at the Central Criminal Court, Dublin, yes- 
terday, on a charge of having broken into 
Messrs. Smith’s Dublin Wholesale Stores, 7 
and 8 Bridge street, on the morning of the 
22nd August last, and stolen about £10 from 
the premises, Mr. Carrigan, K.C., who, with 
Mr. Dudley White, K.C. (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor), prosecuted on behalf 
of the State, said that these three men were 
the most notorious housebreakers in Dublin. 
_According to the evidence for the prosecu- 
tion, Police Constable Lee, who was on duty 
in the early morning, heard a noise in the 
stores and summoned aid. Police surrounded 
the place, and in the basement of an adjoin- 
ing building they arrested the prisoners, who, 
it was alleged, had left the stores by a 
skylight. They, it was stated, admitted the 
offence at the time of arrest. 

The prisoners now pleaded not guilty, Kelly 
went into the witness box, and gave evidence 
on oath. He explained his presence in the 
basement of an adjoining building—No, á 
Lower Bridge street—on the morning in ques- 
tion by saying that on returning to his 
NA rhe in Bridge street from a card. party 
In Meath street he could not get in. He 
heard some shooting, and, with the other two 
prisoners, he went into the hall of 3 Bridge 
street. When the police came along he and 
the others went down the cellar. He did 
not admit having broken iate the factory, 
and denied that he knew anything about the 
money that had been stolen. . 

Mr. W. J. Gleeson (instructed by Mr. 
Gerald Byrne) appeared for Christopher 
Carroll. 

The jury found the prisoners guilty. 

Mr, Carrigan, K.C., said that Kelly had 
been convicted time and again. The same 
practice had been followed in other cases as 
in the present case. In some of the leading 
warehouses safes had been broken into in a 
similar manner. The police had been on the 
track of the burglars for a long time. 

Detective Sergeant Lynch said that Kelly 
was a very successful disposer of property, 
and had been engaged in several burglaries. 
Maguire was one of his ‘‘ pals.’’ Carrol] was 
the most youthful of the three, but he had 
been “at it’ for some time. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan sentenced Kelly to 
three years’ penal servitude, Maguire to 
twelve mouths’ hard labour, and Carroll to 
nine months’ hard labour. 

The jury intimated to his lordship that 
they desired to commend the conduct of Con- 
stable Lee, 113 A, in having the prisoners 
apprehended.

The evidence for the State was that while 
a party of troops were travelling by train 
from Wexford to Dublin the train was 
ambushed near Killurin, and shots. were fired 
into it from both sides of the line. Lieutenant 
Crean and some others were taken from the 
carriages, and he saw the accused speaking to 
Lieutenant Burke, who was wounded. Lieu- 
tenant Crean and other prisoners, including 
Sergeant McGill, were taken into the country 
after the train had been destroyed. Lambert 
searched him in a barn, and the articles named 
in the indictment were taken from him, after 
which he was released. 

Sergeant McGill was returning from New 
Ross to Wexford, when he was captured at 
Macmine and taken away with the military 
prisoners. He could not recognise the men 
who searched him. 

In cross-examination by the accused, the 
witness said that he was in the barn with 
Lieutenant Crean, but did not see him 
searched. 

No witnesses were called for the defence.

At the monthly meeting of the Grange- 
gorman Mental Hospital Committee yester- 
day a letter was received from the Local 
Government Board intimating that the In- 
spector of Mental Hospitals would attend a 
conference next Monday for the purpose of 
considering what effective action could be 
taken to meet the situation created by acts 
of lawlessness and indiscipline at the Port- 
rane Institution. 

Dr. J. O’C. Donelan, Resident Medical 
Superintendent, in his report, referred to the 
suggestion of Dr. Dwyer, Commissioner Dub- 
lin Union, that 300 inmates of the Dublin 
Union should be transferred to Grangegorman, 
and that the Joint Committee might arrange 
with the Guardians of Loughlinstown Hospital 
to board out 500 or more patients. Dr. Donelan 
stated that he was not in favour of the 
certification as lunatics of 300 or more in- 
dividuals who were merely feeble-minded, nor 
was he in favour of the Joint Committee 
delegating their responsibility for the care and 
well-being of a large number of their patients 
to another authority. The objections, how- 
ever, dealt with matters of detail which could 
be overcome, and they should not interfere 
with due consideration being given to the 
adoption of whatever course might be deemed 
best in the general interest.

WAS THE BRITISH CHANCELLOR TOO 
OPTIMISTIC? 

In an article on the British Revenue 

returns, “ Lioyd’s Bank Monthly ” writes :— 


In his Budget speech the Chancellor acknow- 
ledged that he had been “ rather optimistic ” 
in estimating his revenue. It is, perhaps, 
rather early yet to say whether the optimism 
will be justified, t year the first six 
months provided 43 per cent. of the total 
revenue and the last months 57 per cent., 
while of the expenditure 46 per cent. was 
incurred in the first half of the year and 54 
in the second. Should similar proportions 
prevail this r, it would mean a very sub- 
stantial surplus, indeed, which seems scarcely 
likely. Apart from anything unforeseen, how- 
ever, there ought not to be much difficulty 
in avoiding a deficit. On the whole, the 
omens are fairly propitious, and we are in- 
chned to regard the outlook for more 

perous times as more favourable at pre- 
sent than at any, time since the war. For the 
first time there has been shown in inter- 
national politics a desire to ignore the 
mistakes of the past and a wish to bring 
again a real peace to the nations. The result 
is that we are now witnessing a revival of 
confidence which should become more marked 
as the settlement of differences becomes more 
apparent. Perhaps the most noteworthy 
revival of confidence is occurring in Germany, 
which is natural after the depths of despair 
into which the militarists and the national 
love of glory had plunged the nation. This 
may mean that, as was the case with France 
in the ‘seventies, a recovery may occur more 
quickly than is now anticipated. 


WIRELESS TELEPHONES FOR BUSINESS 

Wireless telephony has been seized upon as 
a valuable aid to the conduct of business by 
a number of business houses in Greece, where 
the wireless regulations permit of the private 
use of this means of communication. Four 
important firms are already equipping their 
remises with the Marconi “ Popular “ wire- 
ess telephone set (type XP), to link up their 
head offices in Athens with their branch 
offices in the Pireus, and further inquiries 
for similar sets have been received from other 
commercial firms. This type of wireless tele- 
phone set has been designed for use by people 
possessing no technical knowledge, and is as 
easy to pperate as the ordinary post office 
telephone. 


MAJORITIES ON ‘CHANGE. 

There was little alteration in the quotation 
of “Labour Seats’’ on the London Stock 
Exchange on Wednesday. They changed 
hands several times as low as 188. At the 
close one jobber called them 188-92 and 
another 199-93. ‘‘ Liberals’’ were bought at 
110, representing a rise of two or three points 
on the previous day’s quotation. ‘Ihe bid 
for ‘‘ Untonist Seats ’’ was advanced 10 points 
to 285, but still failed to elicit, so far as 
could be learned, any sellers. On the basis of 
the quotations for the other two parties, 
300-310 would seem approximately the right 
price for “ Unioniste.’ 


AMERICA FINANCING GERMAN COAL 
TRADE, 


We are informed. that Messrs. Goldman, 
Sachs and Co., of New York, are heading a 


“-Ímróúp of institutions which has granted an 


acceptance credit to the Ruhr Coal Syndicate 
to the extent of $2,500,000 for the purpose of 
financing the exportation of coal. The Ruhr 
Coal Syndicate has among its members all the 
important coal mining companies of the Ruhr, 
included in which are the properties of such 
important German industrialists as Krupp, 
Stinnes, and others. 


A EUROPEAN FINANCIAL SENSATION. 

Although little attention has been paid by 
the English Press to the matter, quite a sen- 
sation has been caused throughout Central 
Europe by the case of Camillo Castiglioni, the 
former. President of the Allgemeine Depositen 
Bank in Vienna, and a great industrial mag- 
nate. The Depositen Bank failed some time 
ago, and, although Castiglioni had retired 
from the Presidency two years before, a 
warrant has been issued for his arrest im con- 
nection with this and other matters. He 1s 
at present in Vienna, where his movements 
are probably closely watched, although he 1s 
not actually in custody. His case, says the 
‘‘ Buropean Commercial,’ brings home with 
startling clearness the necessity for Austria's 
severance from the disorders handed on from 
the times of inflation, every vestige of which 
should be carefully weeded out. It would 
have been unthinkable if the introduction of 
gold balance sheets had taken place earlier, 
and if inflation had not destroyed all concep- 
tion of a fair margin of profit and serious 
business management. Camillo 
might well be regarded as the typical post- 
war banker, who carried through his dealings 
on the backs of the banks and industrial 
undertakings over which he presided and 
enriched himself at the cost of the concerns in 
his care, without fear of having to disclose 
the losses and the actual outcome of the trans- 
actions in the balance sheets. Castiglioni's 
réle in Austria is at an end, and with it dis- 
appears the greatest inflation profiteer and 
unproductive banking magnate, and now the 
way is possibly cleared for a return to sound 
business. 


STERLING IN NEW YORK. 

The New York exchange on Wednesday was 
rather weaker at $4.49} to the £, but this 
was looked upon as a iferely temporary re- 
action after the recent advance. At this 
time of year the exchange usually moves 
against London, but so far this autumn the 
tendency has been for sterling to appreciate 
in New York to the detriment of the dollar. 
Having regard to the heavy financing of Euro- 
sean interests now being arranged in New 
fork necessitating purchases of sterling, & 
further improvement in the value of the 
latter is looked for, despite the usual payments 
that England has to make for shipments ol 
grain and cotton, etc.

Mr. Justice Eve in thé Chancery Divisi 
London, pee heard an application pa 
an appeal by the British American Tobacco 
Company, Limited, from a decision of the 
Registrar of Trade Marks rectifying the 
register by eliminating a trade mark im ¢on- 
nection with manufactured tobacco. Messrs. 
Gallaher, Limited, of Belfast, tobacco manu- 
facturers, were respondents to the appeal, as 
also was the Registrar. ; 

, the mark in question consisted of the word 
“ Star,’” registered in the name of the British 
American ‘lobacco Company. : By the terms of 
tht registration the use of the mark was to be 
confined to export business to markets outside 
the United Kingdom and the United States of 
America. This limitation was in accordance 
with the terms of an agreement made between 
the British American Tobacco Company and 
the Imperial Tobacco Company of Great 
Britain and = Treland. Measrs. Gallaher, 
Limited, applied to the Registrar to remove 
the registration on the ground that the word 
‘Star ” was publici juris. They said that 
they and other traders had used the word 
‘“Star”’’ and the device of a star as a trade 
mark in connection with tobaceo for many 
years, and that the registration, unless recti- 
fied, would injuriously affect their rights and 
those of tobacco manufacturers and merchants 
in England. 

Mr. Gray, K.C., for the appellants, criticised 
the decision of the Registrar in removing the 
mark, and said that the official had made the 
sweeping assertion that if a mark was used 
all over the world distinguishing one’s goods 
from everybody else's, the mere fact that it 
was common to the trade rendered it incap- 
able of use in other countries where one had a 
common law right. | 
Sir Duncan Kerby, K.C., on behalf of the 
respondents, Messrs. Gallaher, contended 
that the star mark could not be used in 
foreign countries,to designate the goods of the 
appellants only.. The court would not con- 
sider the distinctiveness of a mark—which 
was not distinctive in England for coun- 
tries abroad. A mark to be registered in 
England should be distinctive of one’s 
goods. and it should be intended for use in 
England. 

His lordship. at the conclusion of the argu. 
ments, said that he would take time tv 
consider his judgment.
